been hushed to silence, it must be admitted that there was 
sufficient manliness and honesty in the Senate Court to 
vindicate the supremacy of the law; and, on the whole, this 
perhaps is as much as could have been expected, due allowance 
having been made for human frailty, 

And now, what course will Mr, Johnson follow during the 
brief remaining term of his presidential career? It is said 
that his acquittal, followed as it has been by Mr, Stanton’'s 
resignation, has so far softened the President that he is dis- 
posed to cultivate more friendly relations with Congress, and 
to facilitate, instead of impeding, its reconstructive policy in 
the Southern States. We heartily wish the rumour may be 
well founded, For, after all, Mr, Johnson has very narrowly 
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escaped a verdict and judgment which would have consigned 
him to the contempt of his country, and which, it mnst be 
admitted, he had done not a little to provoke. But 
if he fills the closing portion of his official career 
with dignity, it will be the first instance since his 
accession to the high post he occupies of his turning personal 
success to a wise account. The least gleam of fancied 
triumph has usually been interpreted by him as beckoning 
him on to some enormous folly, He has wantonly thrown 
away more than one splendid opportunity, and his obstinate 
self-assertion, conscientious as it may have been, has almost 
invariably lost him the respect of the Democratic party, while 
it has stimulated the fury of the Republicans, His span of 
power is too brief for accomplishing the purpose he had 
meditated, but not too brief for making men forget his 
mistakes by the statesmanship of his closing period of office. 
Let us hope that he has at length formed a true estimate of 
his position, and that his policy henceforth will be conformed 
to the national wil! rather than to his own. 

Next after Andrew Johnson, the Republican party is to be 
congratulated on this failure of the impeachment policy of 
their leaders, As a measure of self-defence against the extra- 
ordinary obstructiveness of the President the plea of necessity 
may, perhaps, be admitted in justification of it ; bnt nothing 
can justify the eager desire of the managers to convert a 
eolemn judicial process into a contest of political party, All 
the legitimate ends of the Republicans would have been 
gained by showing that the head of the Executive is beyond 
the control of Congress only so long as he moves within the 
well-defined limits of legality, and, whether Mr. Johnson hai 
been ccnvicted or acquitted of having passed those limits, 
future Presidents would have been warned that, great as are 
the powers assigned to them by the Constitution, the national 
authority which conferred them is strong enough to punish 
any gross abuse of them. When the Republicans unsheathed 
tte weapon of impeachment in vindication of the supre- 
macy of law, over the highest officer of the State, their 
appeal was addressed to the best and most powerful 
sentiment of the American people. When, however, their 
leaders proceeded to use that weapon for party purposes they 
entered upon a ccurre in which passion is sure to become more 
ungovernable the more it has its own way, ani every safe- 
guard of liberty, order, and social confidence is sure to be 
trodden under foot in its progress. The men who sought the 
legal condemnation of the President in a spirit which set 
trutb, morality, and equity at defiance would very soon have 
dragged their party down to the nethermoat depths of degrada- 
tion if they had not been foiled by the tirmer and more 
patriotic virtue of some of its members; and, in case of a 
change of public opinion, which their disregard for all self- 
restraint was swiftly bringing about, the precedent they would 
have established would probably have furnished the instra- 
ment for their political destruction. Self-will evermore evokes 
self-will ; and the more lawless its deeds the sooner is it over- 
taken by the retribution it deserves. 

Already, unless we misread the significance of events, proof 
is forthcoming that the defeat of the impeachment policy has 
had a salutary effect. The Chicago Convention exhibits the 
Republican party in a soberer mood than of late. The platform 
of principles for the ensuing campaign, and the nomination by 
a unanimous vote of General Grant as candidate for the Presi- 
dency, and of Mr. §. Colfax for the Vice- Presidency by a large 
majority, indicate adisposition toreturn to moderate and reason- 
able counsels, No doubt, the party exhibits exces ive anger 
against the seven Senators who baffled their onslanght upon 
Mr. Johnson. We look upon this merely as the blowing off 
of superfluous steam, It is at once noisy and safe. But we 
gather from the decisions of the Convention that the hea:- 
long face at which the engine was driven under the manage- 
ment of Mr. Thaddeus Stephens and General Batler is in 
future to be reduced, and that it is judged wiser, becanse more 
likely to accord with the will of the people, to associate 
prudence with determination, If this be so, the effect will 
presently be visible in the action of Congress, 

The crisis, we believe, is over, The danger of the political 
tempest has passed. The Constitution remains unscathed 
Both parties have received a lesson pregnant with solemn 
warning, and both will perhaps see reason before long to 
rejoice in having been checked in the pursuit of their extreme 
purposes, Matters, we hope, will now return to their normal 
state, Faction will give place to patriotism, The recon- 
struction of the Union will be at length effected. The fraits 
of the civil war will be progressively realised, and the late 
struggle will only be remembered by the American people to 
express their thankfulness that violent intentions were 
blighted before they could ripen into violent deeds.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS, 


FRANCE, 
(Prom our own ) 
Panis, Thursday, June 4, 
On Sunday morning at eleven the Emperor and Empress left Paris 
for Rouen, which city was reached at a quarter past one, Oa 
alighting from the railway carriage their Majesties were received by 
the Prefect, the Mayor, the Municipal Council, and several other 
civil and military dignitaries. After some moments’ delay, chiefly 
occupied by the mtatiou of various officials, the Imperial part 
quitted the station, the interior of which was richly hung wit 
crimson velvet and festooned with flowers, and the Emperor and 
Empress made their entry into the city itself through the Rue 
de l'Impératrice in an open carriage and four, with postillions and 
outriders. The cortége proceeded to the cathedral, where they 
were met by the Cardinal Archbishop, Mgr. de Bonnechose, 
and the clergy, and heard a Te Deum, They then continued 
their route to the Agricultural Exhibition. A handsome tent had 
becn erected for their reception on the Rond-Point of the Grand 
Cours, and in it his Majesty distributed the prizes to the successful 
competitors, as well as numerous crosses of the Legion of Honour, 
The Emperor and Empress left Rouen for Paris at half-past four; 
his Majesty, before starting, expressing to the Mayor his admiration 
of the city and his pleasure at the reception he had enjoyed. The 
customary banquet took place at the Hotel de Ville in the evening, 
= was succeeded by a grand ball given at the mansion of the 

refect. 

The Chamber has been occupied in passing an unopposed bill for 
the reduction of the rates for telegraphic despatches. Despatches 
between places in the same department are to be at the rate of fifcy 
centimes for twenty words, whilst the same number of words may 
be sent between any two places in the empire fora franc. The bill 
having been passed unanimously, the Chamber rose, 
The crowds of holiday-makers who thronged the environs of 
Paris on Whit Sunday and Whit Monday had no reason to complain 
of the weather or of the variety of amusement provided for them. 
On Sunday the principal attractions consisted in the coronation of 
a rosiére at Nanterre, the races at the Bois de Boulogae, regattas. a 
military féte at the Pré Catalan, a grarid ball at Asniéres, and 
velocipede-races at St. Cloud, These vehicles, if one may 
so term them, are as popular as ever; so much so that their 
use has been prohibited in certain parts of the Bois de Boulogne on 
account of the danger to pedestrians, “ranning downs” having 
become somewhat common of late. The races, which tovk place 
under the presidency of the Mayor of St. Cloud and in presence of 
a large number of me were for prizes consisting ef gold and 
silver medals, The horse-racing at the Bois de Boulogne was excel- 
lent, most of the finishes being exceedingly close. Piétro, though 
beaten at Chantilly, retrieved his reputation by winning the Prix de 
Satory ina canter. The most remarked upon, if no: remarkab'‘e, 
occurrence was the absence of Isabelle, the celebrated bouquetitre 
of the Jockey Club, whom everyone was anxiously expecting to 8: 
in her new costume of cherry colour and white, the colours of the 
winner of the French Derby. But expectation was not gratified, 
rnmour says owing to delay on the part of the lady's milliner; aad, 
consequently, many button-holes remained flowerless, 

The report of Marshal Niel, the Minister of War, on the merits 
and demerits of the Chassepot has been submitted to the Emperor. 
The entire French army are now equipped with this formidable 
weapon, of which the report speaks in the highest terms, both as to 
its precision of shooting and rapidity of fire. The most serious defect 
consists in the delicacy of the needles, which are liable to breakage, 
even under the most careful handling, The soldiers themselves high!y 
approve of the new arm, with which they have now grown familiar, 
and the Marshal strongly recommends the establishment of prizes to 
encourage shooting. Various important military experiments 
are now taking place at the camp of Saint Maur. A new system of 
skirmishing tactics has been tried, and in imitation of the Roman 
legionaries, who, besides their offensive weapons, always carried 
with them the tools necessary for iatrenching themselves, The 
author of the “ Life of Cesar” has, experimentally, had a pick 
added to the equipment of certain corps of infantry, It has been 
proved that by means of this addition a company can place itself 
in security from the most murderous fire in eight minutes, by the 
construction of a trench and parapet, thrown up under the protection 
of a double line of skirmishers, 

The Havre Maritime Exhibition is open, the official ceremony 
of the opening having taken place at two o'clock on Monday at the 
marine docks, The cortege consisting of the Mayor and Corporation, 
the representatives of the Government and the navy, and the 
director of the exhibition, having visited the various galleries and 
the aquarium, proceeded to the docks, where several official 
speeches, a declamation in verse, and a cantata, formed the principal 
features of the ceremony. The exhibition comprises a complete col- 
lection of all matters connected with navigation, sea-fishing tackle 
of every cescription, apparatuses for the saving of life, rigging im- 
plements used in trades or professiona connected with the equipment 
of sbips, besides a variety of machines whose motive power is either 
steam or water. re are also museums of ancient and modern 
naval curiosities, and an aquarium, 

The meeting of the Society of Dramatic Authors and Composers 
at the Salle Hertz, on Friday, was of a somewhat stormy character, 
The object of the meeting was the election of six commissioners, 
M. de Villemessant, the editor of the Figaro, and himself a commis- 
sioner, had prepared a list of candidates, whose election he advocated 
by all the means in his power. ‘This dictatorial manceuvre was 
strongly reprobated by the greater portion of the assembly, and, 
after a tumultuous discussion, in which M. Edmond About made 
himself us by his attacks upon M. de Villemessant, the sit- 
ting closed the election of five commissio three of whom 





were amongst those selected by M. Villemessant, There are several 
prospective duels in consequence of this wheeting.

SAXONY. 

In the final sittings of the Upper and Lower Houses on Thursiay 
week a fresh vote was taken upon the bill relative to the abolition 
of capital punishment, In the Upper House the previous question 
was again rejected by 20 votes against 16. In the Lower House, 
40 members voted again for, and 24 against the previous question. 
But, as the majority which had voted for the previous question 
(and therefore inst the bill) did not comprise the necessary 
number of two thirds, the President of the Chamber declared capital 
punishment to be abolished. 

AUSTRIA. 

The New Free Press publishes the scheme for the reorganisation 
of the army, which has been upon by the Government, and 
will shortly be laid before the Rei ath and the Hungarian Dict. 
The chief features of this scheme have been already = icly stated. 
The most important new item has reference to the fature strength 
of the army, which the Government proposes to fix, for the ensuing 
ten years, at 800,000 soldiers; and the entire landwehr to number 
200,000 men. 

In Wednesday’s sitting of the Lower House of the Reichsrath the 
debate upon the finances commenced. 

THE UNITED STATES. 

Genera] Grant has ted his nomination for the Presidency, 
and Mr, Colfax his nation for the Vice-Presidency, by the 
Chicago Republican Convention. 

The President has appointed General Schofield to be Sesretary of 
War in place of Mr, Stanton; and the Senate, it appears, without 
any opposition, confirmed the appointment. 

‘The Senate, by 34 against 8 votes, has passed the bill admitting 
Arkaneas to representation in Congress. The bill had already been 
adopted by the House of Representatives,

The exbibition, as ards pictures alone, consists of eight gal-

In every way more interesting is No. 11, by 
Pinturicchio, representing a scene from the history of the great 
Piccolomini family of Siena, From euch representations of con- 
temporary life we gain a vivid idea of the manners and dresses of 
the time. As he was commissioned by Cardinal Piccolomini to paint 
the “ Libreria” of Siena Cathedral, in the year 1502, we may conclude 
that the costumes, &c., are of about that date. As was common in 
such cases, the same picture contains three or four distinct episodes ; 
but that with which we are most interested shows the table at which 
the feast is to be held. At one end of this is a “dreesoir” (our 
“ dresser”), rich in gold plate, placed there more for show than for use. 
To each guest is given a napkin and a small loaf, with a flower or piece 
of fruit, a knife and a two-pronged fork. Carafes of water and Venice 
glasses balf full of red wine, with gold dishes down the centre of the 
table, stand on a richly diapered white cloth. Pages bring the 
wine in those rush-bound bottles stiJl common in Italy, and 
various dainties, among which an immense dish of oysters 
is prominently shown: one page offers the guests rose-water 
from a golden ewer in a gold ealver, whilst musicians play 
in the background. The pages themselves are attired in that 
motley evit now in vo only with circus clowns, one leg 
being, longitudinally, half white and half blue, and the other leg 
bright red. Those who complain of the dingy and unpicturesque 
dress of our day would hardly be prepared, we ——- to exchange 
it for these tight and — suits of the sixteenth century.

design, and should hint something to our own painters, who, as a

No, 27, by the eame painter, is another example, rich in costume 
and architecture. We believe it is one of a series representing 
the history of Cupid and Psyche; but it may also, we think. 
descrite the love story of some young lady of noble birth, and 
other incidents in her life, ending with her early death and 
ascent, Cupid being her guide, to heaven, It is full of that 
allegorical and fanciful treatment which reaches its acme in No. 32, 
the adoration of the Infant Jesus, the work of Sandro Botticelli, 
contributed by Mr. W. Fuller Maitland, Beneath a golden dome 
in the heavens angels circle in aerial dance. In the beneath are 
represented the traditional bos et asinus standing by the manger, over 
which the Virgin bends her face, beautiful and full of devotion. 
Angels on each side conduct the shepherds, who kneel in adoration 
around, whilst angels sing on the straw roof of the stable; and 
Heaven and Earth, typi by angels and men embracing, meet in 
the foreground, and little devils in each corner are g with 
despair. At the top of this very curious picture is a long Greek in- 
scription, which we should have liked to have seen in the catalogue— 
stating, in brief, that it was painted by Alessandros (Sandro), 
A.D, 1500, 

‘lhere is another interesting piece by the same painter, belong- 
ing to Mr. Barker. This is on a reversible panel, on one side of 
which is represented nearly a lifesize portrait of the painter's 
wife, very carefully drawn, and on the other the spirit of the de- 
ceased, in the form of an an spurns the rough and rocky world ;

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Lorp MALMESsBURY is usually the Ralph de Vipont of the 
Parliamentary tournament, and is hurled from his saddle with 
great expedition and severity ; but it is due to his Lordship to 
say that in the last encounter before the holidays he shivered 
his lance full and fairly on the lion rampant, gules, and thres 
escallops, Earl Russell went at him very hard; but, in a 
Parliamentary sense, did not unhorse the descendant of the 
Plantagenets, The leader of the Opposition in the Lords 
evidently desired to make an impression on public opinion at 
atime when answer, of an effective kind, was improbable ; 
nor do we blame tactics which are permitted by the rules of 
political warfare. The Premier might have made some 
pleasant notes and annotations upon the Earl's discourse after 
reading it; but the Commons were to rise the same 
night, So Earl Russell set himself to deliver a speech that 
should be damaging. He at once assumed that the Ministry 
had not the confidence of the House of Commons, and 
asserted that never had there been a time when Parliament 
proceeded quietly with its ordinary business after such aa 
announcement had been made, This, of course, was calmly 
begging the question ; and, whatever may be the opinion of 
the public on the subject, the Lords knew that Mr. Disraeli 
distinctly denies the proposition, Therefore, it became 
necessary to say a good deal more. 

Ear! Russell immediately proceeded to accuse Mr. Disrae!t 
of disobeying the commands of the Sovereign, by not dia- 
solving as soon as public business would allow. Now, 
up to the present time the Opposition has had a monopoly 
of the right of charging the Minister with improperly 
introducing the most illustrious name in the country 
into the battle of factions. But Earl Bussell, in his 
eagerness to serve his allies, thought it no harm to do 
the very thing about which they have been so bitter. The 
Queen ordered you to give us a chance of coming in before 
the great election and you will not do it, was in brief the 
complaint of Earl Russell; and it may be noted in farther 
proof of the unwholesome state to which the political atmo- 
sphere has been brought by a year of disturbing influences, 
Earl Russell would have made no such complaint as that in 
his early, calm, and lofty days; he might have haughtily 
pointed out the alleged departure from rule, but it would only 
have been as garnish to his main argument, But time presses, 
and the citadel has to be stormed ; we must not be too par- 
ticular about the neatness of our mining. However, it is fair 
to add that Earl Russell seems to have become aware that 
he had said that which had better not have been said, for 
he abruptir allowed that an immediate dissolution would 
be inconvenient and would involve the country in much 
trouble and expense. But he was indignant with the Ministers 
for remaining in offiee, It was an unprecedented course, 
though doubtless convenient to the Cabinet, the House, and 
the country. We can find no fault with Earl Russell for 
simply reiterating what we have been saying, perhaps with 
inevitable iteration also, for a long time; but when he pro- 
ceeded to the impotent conclusion at which he next arrived, 
we must think that he took a very leng ran to jump over a 
very small ditch. He thought that if, for the sake of con- 
venience to the Cabinet, the House, and the country, Ministers 
were allowed to remain in office, they ought to promise not to 
lose time in completing the general registration, that the 
Scotch and Irish Reform Bills and the Boundaries Bill 
should be proceeded with, and that Government should 
announce a definite policy, and should especially say 
what they would do with the Chaurch-rate Bill, and 
whether they do not contemplate an important educational 
measure, After a scoff at the abandoned project for a Oatholic 
college ; a declaration that the Reform League, and not the 
Government, kept the peace at the time of the Hyde Park 
affair ; and an allegation that, if Ministers had taken proper 
precautionary measures, the Manchester resoue would not 
have been made, and consequently the executions would not 
have occurred (though he approved them), he harked back 
upon the no-confidence, and hoped that, if the next Parlia- 
ment should confirm the vote of the present Houe on the 
Irish Church, the Cabinet would not act so unconstitutionally 
as to attempt to retain power. 

It may be thought, perhaps, that we have given almost too 
much credit to the Ministerial leader in the House of Lords 
for not finding thia piece of scolding difficult to. dispose 
of. It is not the first time that Earl Russell has favoured the 
feminine style of reproach, which follows up a charge of crime 
with a shower of misdemeanours, Bat Lord Malmesbury met 
his raging foe full front, and described his accusations as dis- 
connected and fitful ; asserted that though on a single 
question the House was at issue with the Cabinet, the latter 
had the genera! confidence of the Commons; and if it had 
not, why did not the House put them out by a bold vote? He 
hit at Earl Russell's new discovery about the dissolation, 
though the blow was gentle compared to that which Lord 
Derby would have struck, bad it been his business to reply. 
On foreign policy, on the management of Ireland, on the 





supplies to Abyssinia, the Commons were perfectly satisfied 
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with the Ministry ; and as for a declaration of policy, he would 
merely say, on the one topic practically before them, that the 
Trish Church should be upheld to the utmost of the power of 
the Cabinet, The rest of Earl Russeli’s complaints required 
noreply. Mr, Disraeli had said that he was doing his best to 
expedite registration, the bills named by the Earl were being 
pushed on as fast as possible—the church-rate bill was in the 
hands of the Lords themselves, and the very debates got up by 
Earl Russell and Mr, Gladstone had slain the Education Bill, 
Everybody connected with the Catholic college question 
shares the blame of producing a pointless farce ; but it was 
surely beneath Earl Russell to compliment Mr. Beales, or to 
throw defective police arrangements at Manchester into the 
scale with important business, We wonder it did not occur 
to him to add that it would not have been necessary to hang 
Barrett if the policemen had not foolishly supposed, according 
to Mr. Hardy, that the powder-barrel contained beer. The 
lion rampant and the three escallops have seldom “ retreated 
from a sadder field.” 

The history of our strange campaign would be incomplete 
without reference to what took place the same night in the 
Commons, Mr, Forster interrogated Ministers as to their 
intentions in regard to expediting a dissolution. Lord Elcho 
deprecated such expedition, and managed, in his smart way, to 
get apersonal element introduced intothe debate, The Premier's 
answer was studiously cloudy : he told the House many things 
which it well knew, but rather left it to inference than stated 
that consideration made it less and less likely that it would 
be possible to hasten matters. This, of course, brought up 
Mr, Gladstone, who derided Lord Elcho’s objections to expe- 
dition, and charged the Premier with having changed his 
tone, with having lost time, and with not knowing his own 
mind, He ended with a menace that, if Mr. Disraeli did not 
awaken to the great solemnity of the question and make cor- 
responding declarations, it would be for independent members to 
consider whether they should not take definite steps for ob- 
taining the judgment of Parliament on the subject. With 
this awful warning the Ministers were dismissed to the brief 
holiday which has already ended, An impartial person who 
should listen to Mr, Gladstone thundering at the Cabinet 
with a threat of a vote of no confidence, and then should turn 
to Earl Russell, Mr, Gladstone's Nestor, and note his declara- 
tion that Cabinet, House, and country were alike averse toa 
precipitated dissolution, might, if amiable, be pleased with 
the care with which bane and antidote are supplied to the 
amused head of the Ministry, and, if cynical, might remark 
that, amid the failure of most other organisations, public life 
exhibits a brilliant success in the art of organised hypocrisy,

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SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT, 


Wry lags the veteran on the stage? Will nothing persuade Furl 
Russell that he is not, to use the well-known Castlereagh phrase, 
the feature on which the well-being of this country hinges? If 
anything could persuade him that his mission as a public man is 
over, it would be the reception which he met with on the evening 
before the holidays in the House of Lords. A semi-mighty notice 
appeared at the very end of the notice-paper of that House, signifying 
that Far] Russell would draw attention tothestate of public business— 
in other words, an abstract impeachment of the Government. Look- 
ing to the matters which stood before it, this matter might have 
been calculated to come on about seven o'clock, an hour at which no 
prudent peer, nt of the ways of their Lordships’ House, ever 
dreams of bringing on any business which he wishes to address to 
an audience, A stringent test was therefore applied to Hurl 
Russell's status in the House, the question being whether their 
Loreships should stay away from dinner to listen to him on 
a high question of policy. They did not stay; and an audience 
reduced ad absurdum, if one can use such a phrase, alone re- 
mained to hear a perfunctory disquisition on the impropriety of 
a Government holding office in a minority, which was something ; 
but, what was much more, not able to prevent the Reform Leaguers 
from pulling down the railings of Hyde Park ; to stop the Fenians 
from blowing up Clerkenwell; to protect free workmen against 
trade unionists ; or to put down Murphy, the Protestant lecturer; all 
which, it was either implied or spoken, as the noble Lord’s manner 
is, was contrary to Sages Charta, the Bill of aire the Test 
and Corporation Repeal Act, and the principles laid down by Mr.

TBE EAST WORCESTERSHIRE ELECTION AND MR. GLADSTONE. 

Sir Thomas Bateson asked the Fist Lord of the Treasury whether 
his attention had been directed to a letter, purporting to be written 
y the right hon. gentleman the member for South Lancashire on 

ay 26, with reference to the East Worcestershire election, in which 
it ia stated that her Majesty’s Government proposed, during the 
present Session, to endow a Roman Catholic Church in Ireland, and 
also to create a Romar Catholic University, paying its expenses out 
of the taxes of the country, and how far each statement is correct. 

Mr. Disraeli said the hon. Baronet had fallen into a trap nicely 
baited. His attention had certainly been called to the fetter in 
question, which he was disposed to regard as one of those effusions 
which were prevalent at election times, and which were sometimes 
called “squibs” and sometimes “ posters;” and, viewing it in that 
light, he had given no further consideration to the subject. 

On the motion for going into Committee of Supply, 

Mr. Gladstone said he would not defend the style of the letter 
against the criticism of the right hon. gentleman ; he owned the 
authorship of it, and he would abide by the assertions he had made 
in that letter. The right hon. gentleman insisted that the repeated 
declarations of the Government in reference to the ecclesiastical 
arrangements of Ireland fally justified him in the constraction 
which he had put upon them, and which had found expression in 
the letter to which the member for Devizes had taken exception. 
He then read a letter in —— of bis contention, addressed by the 
secretary of Lord Derby, in March, 1867, to the Presbyterian body 
in Ulster, stating that, as the estimates for the then coming year had 
been completed, nothing could be entertained with regard to the 
increase of the Regium Donum that year, but that the matter would 
be taken into consideration in the following year. 

Mr, Disraeli said he was not responsible for the statement made 
in the letter written by the Earl of Derby's secretary ; but he would 
say that he had himself, this year, received a deputation from the 
— of Ulster asking for an increase of the endowment, and 
that his reply was that it would be totally impossible for him to 
recommend such Og my: tothe House of Commons. This declara- 
tion, he submitted, was quite as good as the letter of the late 
Premier's secretary, written a Fp ago.

The Earl of Mayo defended the statement he had made, and said 
that the endowment of the Roman Catholic Church in Ireland was 
never entertained by the Government. 

SUPPLY.

Lord Cairns said: Firstly, it is clear 
to obtain the benefit of the Aci the publication 
must take place in the United Kingdom. Secondly, 
I have no doubt that the area over which the pro- 
tection extends is the whole of the British do- 
minions, Thirdly, which is the most important, I 
bold that every suthor who publishes in United 
Kingdom is entitled to the protection of copyright, 
wheresoever he may be resident and to what 
Sovereign scever he may be subject, The aim of 
the Legislature was to increase the stock of litera- 
ture in the country; and if an alien publishes in 
this country, and so adds to that stock of litrra- 
ture, he is entitled in return to the benefit of 
this Act.

He is bold and prosperous, He 
has bis reward in all the pleasures he can understand, his “ jovial 
giars,’ and in the means of other profligacy. The combined 
attraction of an exciting story and of foul morals is irresistible, and, 
as I have said, the tales are sold by the million, the reformatories are 
full to overflowing, and our cities swarm with _— reprobates, 
Now, we make—and yey great fuss about the sale of 
physical poisons, and the druggist is compelled to label his bottles 
with the word of warning. But, for one dose of physical, a thousand 
doses of moral poison are sold. We cannot even trust our theatrical 
audiences, though they are juries from each class, to decide what is 
good for them, and we have a censorship. But, unless a book is so 
brutally coarse as to come under Lord pbell’s Act, there is no 
check upon the vender of garbage. I have no doubt that another 
kind of Parliament will do something very sharp in this matter, 
Meantime, why not try what an Alderman will say to a seller of 
“literature” of this kind. Sometimes the Fathers of the City wake 
up and do a bit of stern justice without too much regard to howls 
and quibbles, 





A word to M. Dumas, of the Academy of Science (this is not 
every body’s friend, the inimitable novelist), for his oration on Michael 
Faraday, who was one of the foreign associates.
